Friday  morning  April  JO  to  pro-  : 
pose  an  amendment  to  the  IJ.  H.  j 
Conaitution,  If  necessary  the  i 
students  are  willing  to  .suggest  j 
and  carry  out  as  far  as  possible  j 
the  entire  revision  of  the  present 1 
Constitution. 

The  students  contend  that  the 
Constitution  was  drawn  up  hy¬ 
men  at  a  time  when  men  wore 
considered  the  elite  of  the  com-  j 
in  unity.  However,  at  the  present 
lime,  men  urc  less  than  ncees-  ] 
sary.
